the rash ſentences of Corncfal] vdocs, For it oft times 
chaunceth in this our Tragicomical life, that wicked 
& beaſtly people giuen onely to idlenes and pleaſure, 
diſdaine and deſpiſe ſuch as they perceiue are giuen to 
vertuous and godlie exerciſe. Vet through the migh- 
tie a gratious prouidence of God it alxayes comes

to paſſe, that in greateſt blindnes & error of the world 
there is found ſome one Prince that honoureth ver- 
tue and vith his authoritie defendeth her: Leaſt there 
should be no ſupport or refuge for the god ly and lear- 
ned.
